February program 

The father-and-son team of Stephen and Mark 
Petty gave a presentation on the Liberty or V 
nickel of 1883-1912. 

They have completed a set of the 3 3-coin 
series in well-struck M.S. 64. Not included is 
the 1913 nickel, though Mark told the tale of 
the rare clandestinely made coin . 

“They’re not the most beautiful or the rarest 
coin, but they’ve been legendary for 70 years,” 
Mark said. During the Depression coin dealer 
B. Max Mehl widely advertised that he’d pay 
$50 - a “treasure” in the 1930s - for one. 

In San Francisco, Mark said, trolly operators 
spent so much time looking for them that the 
trolleys ran late. 


Each time one of the legendary coins has sold, 
Mark said, it sold for more money than its 
purchase price. “No one has ever lost money 
buying a 1913 nickel,” Mark said. 

The Pettys don’t own one of the $5 million 
coins, but learned a great deal about the series 
as they put their set together. 

Rare dates are 1885, 1886 and 1912-S. Semi¬ 
key dates are 1888, 1894 and 1912-D. Sleepers 
are 1984 and 1898. Stephen said, the 1898 is 
“surprisely tough to find.” 

In MS 64 common dates run $250. Keys are 
$4,000 to $5,000. Stephen said well-struck 
64’s are more attractive than many 65 ’s and are 
$1,000 to $1,250 less.
